REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest sliding bottoms of the grooves assigned to each pin 
have a smaller spacing in relation thereto, so that the cap bears against the pins under 
prestress or the at least three grooves associated with the at least three protrusions 
have a sliding bottom having a spacing, when the cap is not operationally positioned on 
the eyepiece housing, in relation to the longitudinal axis of the housing that is smaller 
than the spacing of the outward ends of the protrusions in relation to the longitudinal 
axis of the housing or he at least three protrusions associating with the cap are 
arranged on the housing such that the at least three protrusions each have a portion 
that lies substantially in a plane normal to the longitudinal axis of the eyepiece housing, 
and wherein outward ends of each of the at least three protrusions have approximately 
the same spacing from the longitudinal axis as set forth in the claimed combination.
